1 hope, the ‘Gentlemen’ won't be 
offended, that bya Slip, I had like to have 
giver {ome of them their true Names; I 
am hot about to point them out, nor paint 
them out, it would make a fad Chafm on 
the Exchange of London, if all the Pyrates:

Half a Quarter, "tis a Prodigy; yet what 
fhall we fay, where thefe Pyracies may in 
Time end, and how in Time they may 
come to be fuch fortunate Thieves; as to 
form a Nation, a Scace, at War with all the 
World, they could, like true Jmaclites, 
tarn their Hind againft every Min, and 
every Man’s Hand againft them, and they 
be thus Great and W-althy— What will b<- 
come of Trade, and what of fuch Nations as 
we, who have so Subtifence but by Com- 
merce 3 upon thefe Accounts a Delenda is 
juftly writckn upon them by the reft of Eu- 
rope ; it the Wor,d are in their Seaces, they 
muft be rooted out of that Place, shat I Jay 
down as as 4 Principle.

Szy they, no Body oughc to dye tor Robbery, 
after cacy are pardon’d, _ betides’tis felling 
Vengeance, and approving all the Bloud 
they have fheds ’tis a mixing the ftollen 
Goods of others with.our own, and father- 
jing all the Crime upon the Nation ; it is

proftituting general Juftice ta the Bribe of 
aSum ofMcney. O’tis horrid! ’Tis abomi- 
nabl--, it cannut be done, it muft not be 
fuffer’d, ic fhould not be thoughton, or fo 
much as nam’d among us,leatt it leave arRe- 
proach uponour Nation to Poftericy, and 
formaPrecedent for other Nations to imitate! 

Hold, hold, Gentlemen, not fo faft— 
Will you have alittle Patience, and let us 
ga back to the Beginning of this Affair ? I 
have own’d, as much as can be defir'd of 
me, that they ought.to be rooted out of 
the Place upon any Terms, .ay,.and of the 
Earth too, if poffibte—And wpon this ve- 
ry. Foundation, which you will allow, is 
proved the Lawfulnefs apd Honour of deing. 
the other, which you will not aliow. 

‘They are to be routed: off of the Place, 
that is the firft thing, and,evary, Body joyas 
in that—Well, Gentlemens how wut you do 
that ? By Force you cannot do it, it isea 
to demonfirate, you cannot; you may fe 
paraté them, and make them fly, tho’ you 
muft have a very good Force to do that 
too; but you muft plant a Colony there, 
poffefs the Ifland, which is bigger than our 
three Kingdoms, thet were; then you muft 
maintaia Men of War always there, to cruife 
and. awe them, or if aot, wherever you 
drive them, they willreturn, or ftill fup- 
port their wicked Practice of Piracy. 

Now in Cafes of Rebellions and dangerous 
Infurreétions, when whole Countries have 
been ravaged, and the People often mur- 
thered, and intollerable Mifchiefs executed 5 
what hasbeen more frequent, than for ‘the 
Princes of thofe Countries, firft to publifh 
Indemnitics and Pardons to them, on Con- 
dition of laying down their Armss we need 
not go far for Inftances of this Kind. Now 
the Diftance of Place, Difficulty of fend- 
ing, Hazard of Troops, Ships, and Ne-. 


ceffaries, to reduce thofe Féllows, are pos 
werful Argyments to induce the Govern 
mentto give them an Indemnlty, upon Ccn- 
dition of turning to their Duty, and giving 
overfo pernicious a Trade—Nor can this 
be call’d a Conniving: at Blood, ftoppiag 
the Courfe of Jufiice, or letting Vidanies go 
vapunith’d—Puoithment of Crime has always 
two Ends in ir, I mean, Legal Ends init; 
Faft, Tne Vengeance of GOD and the 
Country, upon the Crime it felf, which I cal 
fimply the Punifhment. Secondly, The Care 
of the Government for its own Peace,-and 
this I call Prevention, 

Tis to be fuppoled, the Prince cannot: 
execute the firlt Parc, the Rebel beiag 
ftrong and-infolent, or he cannot without 
great Hazard: His Bofinefs then is,, if pof- 
fible, to put an End tothe Mifchief, and 
prevent its runving on to.an extravagant 
Height, prevent the Effufion of Blood, and 
maintain the Peace of his Country——Juft 
thus itis heresit were very juftifiable for the 
Government ef Britain to. publith an Indem=: 
nity.to thefe Thieves, and:by ail, fair, and 
mild, mercifol Methers bring them off from 
that wicked Place and Prattice, that the 
Neck of fo abominable a Projeét may be 
broken; that fuch a Neft-of Defperadoes 
may be rooted out, hefore they grow too 
ftrong, and the Difeafe incurable 5 before ic 
gtaw<a.common Practice to run away with 
Ships; rob, plunder; and deftroy, and. rua 
thither for. Shetter. If all the Banditti,-the 
Martherers and Vagabonds of Europe, (hould. 
once fix this Place in their Eye, who knows 
how ftrong, it may grow, “tis therefore very 
well worth noticing, and well worch une- 
hinging this Settlement, the bef andcheap-- 
eft Way pofible, before itbe'too late. 

I come now to the Money Point-; If it be- 
lawftl, may meceffary, to: draw them off by 


Indemnity and Remiffion, it cannot be. un- 


lawful to take their offer'd- Wealth, as the: 
Purchafe.of. what, if, they did - not, offer 

Money for if, we would’ and mishe lawfully’ 
give them without it. 

Bucl’ll put the Cafe farther 5 Sappofe a 
Fleet were fitted out to ceduce thefe wretch- 
ed Colonies of Thieves, and fuppofe upon. 
the Expedition they were fubdued, entirely 
reduc’d, fome kill’d in Fight, .and the reft, 
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as no doubt they deferv’d, oblig’d with 
the Favour of the Gallows—~—Well, what 
would you do with the Wealth they have 
there? Would-you take it away, and bring 
it home to pay for the Charges of the Ex- 
pedition, or to help making another againtt 
their Brother Pyrates, the French? Or would 
you fet up a Courtvof Claims there, and 
make Proclamation, that all the People of 
every. Nation, that had loft any thing, 
fhould have their Goods again? Or wouid 
you leave it all behind you, only becaufe it 
was ill-gotten Stuff? One ofthe Three you 
muft do ; the La/t would be no Juflice, be- 
caufe you would take ic only frem the 
Thieves, and leave it tothe Burbarians, 
who neither had Claim to ir, nor knew 
whattodo with it. The Second would beto 
no Purpofe, becaufe the Claimants could 
neither make out their Properties, the 
Money having no EarsMark, nor could they 
meet together to make an Average, or 
could they ever be knowa, or che Sums ad- 
jafted. The firft no doubt you might law- 
fully do, it being the Goods of Robbers, 
Which by the Law of Nations is forfeited 
to Juftice; and the Lofers have Juftice in 
that the Mifchief is prevented for the 
furure 3 as a Mao rob’d on the Higheway, 
if the Thief be hang'd, be cannot claim of 
the Country to pay his Lofs. 

And thus! chiak, } have cleared up the 
Cafe; for if. it be lawfulto admit them to 
Pardon, and ifi¢ be lawful to take what they 
nave by Force, it muft be lawful co take it 
as a Condition of cheir Surrender; asa
